Some are even disposed to question 
what difference it would have made 
if Britain and the United States had 
kept out and allowed the Central 
Powers to win. Some one questioned 
it in the House o f Commons once 
and the late Geo. B. Nicholson who 
lost his only son in the war said: “1 
would be desolate if I thought that it 
made no difference.” The German 
nation even as a republic is answer¬ 
ing the question now. In its present 
condition it threatens the peace of 
the world. Emil Ludwig in his. life of 
Hindenburg says that ‘ under th e re¬ 
public all thskt . has happened is that 
the •agemefis to attack has become 
evem more savage thah that which 
prevailed during the years 1912 and 
1913, to which the present era cor¬ 
responds.” 


In this book, Ludwig quotes a 
■»., paragraph from, a work printed in 
December 1888 by the German Soc¬ 
ialist leader Engeles, which for sure 
prophecy equals Macaulay’s prophe¬ 
cy in 1832 as to conditions a hundred 
years latefr. Engeles.said then: 

“Prussia-Germany can- no longer 
engage In any war that will not be¬ 
come a world waf, and indeed a world 
war of unprecedented extent and 
violence. From eight to ten million 
soldiers will be at death grips with 
one another. The devastation of the 
Thirty Year War will be compressed 
within the space of from three to 
four’years, and will be diffused over 
the whole continent. Famine, pesti¬ 
lence, general confusion, arising 
from urgent poverty, will be spread 
throughout the army and the popu¬ 
lace; hopeless disorganization of our 
highly artifleialized economic system 
, as regards commerce, industry and | 

credit alike, ending in universal 
bankruptcy; a collapse of the ancient 
States and of the traditional state¬ 
craft, proceeding so far that crowns 
by the dozen will be rolling on the 
pavement and po one will care to 
pick them up.”

Reporting the dismissal of the ac¬ 
tion of the Town of Vulcan against 
Fred A. Elves, the Calgary Albertan 
issue of July 8th, says: 

Dismissing with costs a supreme 
court action by the town of Vulcan 
against-—Fred A. Elves claiming 
$1,341.97 for arrears of taxes in re¬ 
gard to a Vulcan lot, Chief Justice 
VV. C. Simmons in a judgment hand¬ 
ed down Saturday, declared that the 
effect of section 19 of the Tax Re¬ 
covery* Act of- 1929 was to vest the 
legal and beneficial ownership in the 
land in the pla intiff on the expiration 
of one year from November 21, 1932, 
the plaintiff setting up tfie Tax Con¬ 
solidation Act of 1933 as.effecting a 
stay of proceedings of the plaintiff to 
complete title. This, however, Hjs 
Lordship added, could not modify the 
effect of section. 19 of the 1929 Act. 

It wa*i common ground, His Lord- 
ship stressed, that the conditions set 
forth in the 1922 Act were not per¬ 
formed. the defendant claiming that 
the plaintiff conld not take advantage 
of his own non-performance to sup¬ 
port his claim for the liability on the 
taxes. The whole issue, His Lordship 
added, lay in the interpretation of 
Section 36 saying that if that section 
had only intended to continue under 
the Act of 1922 then ht thought the 
plaintiff would be entitled to succeed.

adian people no less than $570,000 to pay the costs o' the 
commissions with the government appointed lawyers who 
hate been operating under the Bennett government the 
last few years. Half a million dollars in fees would give 
50 members of the House an additional indemnity of $10,- 
000 a year, and would begin to remunerate them in pro¬ 
portion what they could earn in private life. 

“In short, we believe Canada has need of the best brains 
available to conduct its business. We feel that there is far 
too much partyism, or at least that it is featured to too 
zrrea t an extent. If private 'business, considers it pays to 
search the country for the ‘best brains procurable, -why 
should the country allow capable men to retire, or even 
make it so unattractive that capable men will not even 
enter pubic life? We are no longer living in an ox-cart 
age. The problems of the twentieth century are so com¬ 
plex as to demand, the studious attention of most cap^. 
able men. There are schemes, such as social credit, being 
brought up which are “over the heads” of the great mass 
of people. To deal with such matters requires intelligence 
of a high order in our legislators, and the remuneration 
should be sufficient to attract auj hold such a class »f
